*EE may truly ſay with that good King, The «© 
a day of trouble and of rebuke and blaſphemy : 
now the accuſer of the brethren hath but a ſhorr 


time, he rageth againlt all that is called God, 
accuſing and impeaching them for that dignity, to be called Gods 
John 10. 34, 35 . and not onely to men, but they alfo aſpire to the 


throne of God, and there accuſe the Holy Ghoſt, as chey ſay, for a 


ſuppoſed Deity : witneſs Maſter Bidle in his letter to a certain 
knight, and Member of the Honorable houſe of Commons, where 
he {ces to degrade the bleſſed Spirit of his God- head, ſaying, He ts 
but one principle ſpirit among the Angels, called the Advocate, the 
holy Spirit, the good $ pirit,the Spirit of God by Way of eminence, (ee 
Paze 2, line 3, ſo that it ſeems he thinks the holy Gholt to be bur 
one of the created Angels, therefore bur a ſuppoſed Deity : now 
for thy (atisfation I ſhall lay down ſome Scripture Arguments to 
prove the Deity of the holy ghoſt, and then briefly Anſwer his Ar 
guments, and fall Expoſition of Scripture, whereby he would 
prove the contrary,

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Firlt, if the Spirit of God had its being before any crezture Wx 
made,from all eternity, when there was nothing but God, then jr 
cannot be a created Angel,but God himiclt ; bur all the Creatures 
were made tn {ix dayes Exo4. 20. 11, And betore that any crea. 
ture was formed. while they were without form, the *pir't of God 
moved upon that deformed Chaos, Gen, 1.2. He is called the eter. 
»all ſpirit, Heb, 9. 14 Ergo, the holy gho't 15 no created Anzl 
bur God hiinlclt. 

Secondly, if the ble{Ivd Sviric of God made all the Creatures, jr 
cannot be an Angell or cre:cur? it {clf, it n'nt needs be God; but 
in the place betore quored theSpliit ot od moved all the creatures 
to their perfeR forin, Ger. 1. 2. David laith of all the creatures, 
- Thou ſendet forth thy ſpirit, and they are created, Pa], 104, 30, 

and ſaith 70b, The Spirit of (oa m ide megind gave me life, Job 33, 
4. and God ſaid to the Son,and holy gholt, /-r uw make man, lo Gol 
created man, Gez. 1, 26, 27. Ergo, the holy gholt 1s God, 

Thirdly, If the Spiric of God raited u2 ]efus Chrilt from the 
dead,and ſhall again quicken our imortail bodies ar the lift day, 
then the holy gholt is God; bur the Spirit of God raifed up Jcips 
Chriſt from the dead ſhal allo quicken our mort all boater at the 
(aft day, Roin. 8.11. 1 Pet.3. i8. Ergo, the holy ghoſtgis 50d. 

Fourthly, it the Spirit of 7od be 6mni-preſent in all places, 
then it cannot bea creature, it muit necds be God: But faith Da- 
vid, Whither ſhall I go from thy Spi-ut, if [ aſcond to heaven, or de- 
ſcend to hell, oz flee to the bottome of the Sex, brh:1d than art there, 
P/al. 139. 7.8, 9. Ergo, the holy gholt 15 God, 

Fifthly, 1f it be peculiar to God alone to {earch the heart, and 
to know the thoughts of men, and yer the ho'y chott doth this, 
then the holy gho t is God, but it is peculiir rv God to {carch the 
heart, [the Lord ſearch the hrart, Jer. 17. 9. 10. Th: Lord knots 
tbe thoughts of mea, Plal. 94. 11. Yet che holy gho!t doth this, 
T hor knoWe$t my thoughts a far off, Whither «1.211 1 go from thy Spi- 
rit, Plal. 139. 2.7. The day of judgement is hid {rom all the Angell, 
Mat.

Ergo, the Spirit of God isnot 
a created Angell, but is God himſclt.

3, 4 Ergo, tne holy ghoſt is 
God : and now I ſhall bricfly Anſwer Mr Biales twclve Argy- 
ments, by which he would. prove the contrary. 

Firſt, he that is diſtinguiſhed from God is not God ; the holy 
Spirit is diſtinguiſhed from God, Erpe, To the Vajor he faith, if 
he ſhould be both Godgand yet diſtinguiſhed from 0d , this Would ing 
ply a contradiftion tohimſel*; I grant it, but let us ſee his proof, 
that the Spirit of God is diſtinguiſhed from God, and all his proof 
is this, he is called the ſpirit of God,and js ſent of God, and ſearch. 
eth the depchs of God. 

I Anſwer to the two firſt , if there were any truth in them, it 
would as well take off the Deicy of the Son, as of the holy gholt, 
who is cal'd the Son of God, and Was ſent of God, Mat, 14. 33, Gal, 
4. 4. and the lalt cleerly proves him to be God. For what creature 
iS able to ſearch the depths of an infinite,omnipotent creator, but 
his own Spirit, which is God, as I have thewed, 1 Coy, 2. 10, 11. 
But then he ſaith, it is impoſſible to diſtinguiſh the perſon from the 
eſſence of God, ſecondly he faith, to diftinguiſh the perſon from the 
eſſence of God, Were either to make ſomething in him ſinite, or elle 
ewo infinitcs ; thirdly, to talk of God taken eſſentially is ridicnlow, 
for none but a perſox can rule others. 

To theſe I anſwer, we can diſtinguiſh the heat from the light, 
and both from the body of the ſun, and yer all make but one un; 
{o we can diſtinguiſh the aRions of the ſeveral perſons of the God- 
head, as the Father,muſt beger the Son, and not the Son beget the 
Father, and the Son to be begotten, and the holy ghoſt to p. ocecd 


from both, and neither to beget nor be begotten,unleſs we ſhould 


not onely deny the Deity of the holy ghoſt, but alſo the Deity 8

are infinite, yet this doth not make ſo many infinites as he hath At- 
'ributes, nor ſo many infinites as perſons in Trinity : thirdly, to 
+11}; of the eſſence of God is not ridiculons; but rarher on the con» 
tary, it were ridiculous to ſay, that onely the heat, or onely the 
lizhc, or onely the body of the ſun were uſefull, and not all three 
joyntly rozether ;z ſo for God to raign perſonally as Father, cr as 
Son, and not all three joyntly and eſſentially : but it ſeems by this, 
that alchouzh he ſaid in the letter, that he would wave his judge- 
ment concerning the Diety of Chrilt, yec he ſeems to deny the 
Deity of Chrilt alſo, and onely allows of a God as the Turks do, 
out of the Trinity, and out of Chrilt, 

His ſecond Argument; If he that gave the boly Spirit to the Iſo 
yaelites to inflruct them, be alone Fehovah,then the holy Spirit is not 
[chovah or God;but ſaith Nehemiah, Thou art Lord alone, thou ga= 
veſt alſo thy good Spirit to inſtruct them, Nehem, 9.6, 20, NoW if 
be that gave the holy Spirit be Jehovah alone,and the Spirit given be 
alſo Iehovah st Wonld be a contradiction,therfore the holy Spirit is not 
Ichovah or God. 

I Anſywer, firit by this Argument he denies the Son as well as 
the holy ghoſt, and as the Turks allow onely of a God both out of 
the Trinity and out of Chriſt, Secondly, God may give both him» 
ſelf and his Son and his Spirit, and yet not degrade himſelf nor his 
{ongnor his Spirit of theirGod- head, when he brings man into cove= 
nant with himſelf, Thirdly, although it be ſaid,thox art God alone; 
vcr this is to be underſtood in the Unity of the Trinity,and thouzh 
the Fatkcr be Lord,the Son Lord & the holy gholt be Lord, yet not 
three Lords but one Lord: as I ſaid before, the heat is the ſun, and 
the1:2ht is the ſun, and the body is the ſun, and yet not three ſuns 
but onc ſun ; and although all three be equal, yer equalls may one 
iend another by conſent, and yet not degrade him of his Deity, 
then notwithſtanding this Argument,the holy gholt is God.

Mat. 26. Bur let us ſee his proof, how the ſpirit hath a wil diſtin | 
number from God, and that is f:om Roms. 8. 26. 27. the piritht- 
peth our infirmitics, for we know not for what to pray as we ought: 
bur the ſpirit him{clf maketh interceſſion for us with ſighs and groats 
gnutterable: bur he that ſearcheth the heart, and knows the mind 
the ſpirit,maketh interceſſion for the Saints according to the wild 
God ; here ſaith he is an impregnable argument,of the ſpirits being 
inferior to God, becauſe he maketh interceſion:and tha conformt- 
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Hoſea 14. 2. but wil it follow,becauſe the ſpirit mditeth our prayers, 
and ſo teacherh ns ropray according to the wil of God, thar therefore 
the ſpirit makerh interceſſion? no, it 1s the fpirit that inditerh or ma- 
keth our re9ucits according to the wil of God, bur it is Chriſt our 
only mediator that preſents our Petitions to the father,and ſo they are 
accepted as from the hand of Chriſt, Kevel. 8.3. Then the holy 
Ghoſt doth not make interceſfion to God for us, that is the work of 
Chriſt, only he indices our requeſts in us and for us: and while this 
man atfirms that the holy Ghoft is but an Angel, and yer an advocate 
ro make interceſſion for us, in this he agreeth wich Papiſts, who 
make Angcls their advocatcs,whereas God chargeth them with folly, 
Job 4.18. Thy cover their faces an their feet, becau{e the 'y are 
aſhums that Go! ſhouli behold their imperfeftion, Ila. 6.2. Ant 
lhe holy Lor : Go , who there ſaid to the Prophet, maks their cares 
anl of hearing, Paul ſaith, it was the holy Ghoſt, Acts 28. 25. Ergo, 
the holy Ghoſt is God, and not an Angel, who durſt not behold his 
holyneſs, and the ſcripture is plain, T har Feſnus Chriſt alone is our 
A-vocate,iJohn.2.1. He ever liveth to make Interceſſion for us. 
Heb.7. 25. Bur the truth is, no Saint or Angel can make Interceſſion 
for us, they know not our want, 1/a. 63. 16. And the Angels know 
no more about the work of our Redemption, then is made known 
to them by the Church, Ephe. 3. 10. Although they ſtoop down - 
and defire to look into it, 1Pet. 1. 12. But here is one thing in this. 
text that raighe ſatisfy this man, the holy Ghoſt is God, if he were 
not wiltully blinded ; mark, he that ſearcheth the hearr and knows . 
the mind of the ſpirit, who is that?The heart is deceirful above the 
reach of all things or creatures, Ergo, no Angel can know it , then 
who can know 1t? anſwer is made, 1 the Lord ſearch the heart. 
Jer. 17.9.10.Then I may (ay with him that was reſtor-d to his ſight, 
this is a merviclous thing that ye know not who itis, and yet he 
{earcheth the heart,and knows the mind of thefpirit : Ti:ea Tay the 
Lord is that ſpirit, and where the ſpirit of the:Lord is, there is ibcr- 
y. 2 Cor, 3.17. Then if the ſpirit ſearch the heart, and the Lord is 
that ſpiric, then ir is clear that the holy Ghoſt is Cod, and (o his 
ImprognableArgument is demolithed and not able to defend his blaſ- 
picwy againſt the d.ery of the holy Ghoſt.
